2004  HONORARY  DEGREE  RECIPIENTS 

David  L.  Crawford,  Ph.D. 
Doctor  of  Humane  Letters 

Dr.  David  Crawford  received  his  doctorate  in  astronomy  from  the  University  of 
Chicago  in  1958  after  which  he  joined  the  faculty  at  Vanderbilt  University.  In  1960  he 
moved  to  the  Kitt  Peak  National  Observatory  (KPNO)  where  he  studied  galactic 
structure,  astronomical  photometry,  and  open  clusters;  he  rose  to  head  the  Office  of 
Technology  Transfer  until  his  retirement  in  1995.  While  still  at  KPNO,  he  recognized 
the  need  to  address  the  worsening  problem  of  light  pollution  and  sky  glow,  not  only  as 
it  affects  the  practice  of  astronomy,  but  also  as  an  important  public  policy  and  quality  of 
life  issue.  In  response,  he  co-founded  the  International  Dark-Sky  Association  to  both 
build  an  awareness  of  the  public  consequences  of  light  pollution  and  to  encourage 
activities  that  promote  quality  outdoor  lighting.  As  a  result  of  his  efforts,  IDA  now  has 
over  10,000  members  committed  to  educating  the  public,  lighting  manufacturers  and 
designers,  and  legislators  about  the  harmful  effects  of  glare,  light  trespass,  and  light 
pollution  on  the  environment  and  to  improving  the  quality  of  the  visual  experience  at 
night.  Dr.  Crawford  has  held  leadership  positions  in  multiple  professional  societies 
including  the  International  Astronomical  Union  (IAU),  the  Illuminating  Engineering 
Society  of  North  America  (IESNA),  and  the  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science  (AAAS).  He  is  a  Fellow  of  IESNA  and  AAS.  He  has 
received  numerous  awards  for  his  scientific  work  and  public  service.  He  serves  as  a 
premier  example  of  how  one  man's  commitment  to  an  ideal  can  change  the  world  for 
the  better. 

Harry  I.  Zeltzer,  O.D.,  FAAO 
Doctor  of  Ocular  Science 


Dr.  Harry  Zeltzer  is  a  1952  graduate  of  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Optometry  (now 
The  New  England  College  of  Optometry)  and  has  maintained  a  private  practice  in 
Ipswich,  MA  since  that  time.  Long  interested  in  international  optometry,  he  co- 
founded  the  New  England  chapter  of  Volunteers  in  Optometric  Service  to  Humanity 
(VOSH)  and  served  as  its  president  from  1997  to  2001.  In  2001,  he  was  elected 
president  of  VOSH/International,  the  coordinating  body  that  yearly  oversees  dozens  of 
missions  to  underserved  countries  by  volunteer  optometrists  and  others,  including  many 
of  our  own  students,  bringing  eye  care  to  thousands  of  persons  who  otherwise  would 
never  receive  vision  services.  For  his  work  in  promoting  international  vision  health,  he 
received  the  Essilor  Humanitarian  Award  from  UNESCO  in  2003.  Through  his 
energetic  and  inspired  leadership  of  VOSH,  and  through  his  personal  participation  in 
over  40  missions  to  10  countries  from  Albania  to  Venezuela,  he  has  demonstrated  a 
sustained  commitment  to  public  health  that  serves  as  a  model  for  all  those  who  seek  to 
improve  the  lives  of  others.  In  addition,  Dr.  Zeltzer  has  authored  numerous  papers  in 
the  optometric  literature  and  serves  as  a  consultant  on  the  public  health  aspects  of 
optometry  to  numerous  agencies  in  the  USA  and  internationally.  He  is  a  Fellow  and 
life  member  of  the  American  Academy  of  Optometry.

Academic  Heraldry 


The  caps,  gowns  and  hoods  worn  at  College  functions  have  their  origins  in  the  robes 
worn  by  monks  and  students  in  the  middle  ages  to  keep  out  the  cold  and  damp.  Today, 
the  academic  regalia  has  been  standardized  by  tradition  and  agreement  among 
institutions  of  higher  learning. 

The  gowns  for  bachelor  degrees  have  long,  pointed  sleeves  and  are  worn  closed. 
Masters  degree  holders  wear  gowns  with  oblong  sleeves  open  at  the  wrist.  The  gown 
may  be  worn  open  or  closed.  Gowns  for  the  doctoral  degree  carry  long  velvet  panels 
down  the  front  and  have  three  velvet  bars  on  the  full  sleeves.  The  velvet  may  be  black 
or  of  a  color  distinctive  to  the  field  of  study  for  which  the  degree  is  given.  Gowns  are 
usually  black,  but  a  few  institutions  now  prescribe  colors  representative  of  the  school. 

Caps,  also  called  mortarboards,  may  be  of  cloth  or.  for  the  doctoral  outfit,  velvet.  The 
tassel  is  black  or  of  a  color  appropriate  to  the  field  of  study.  Doctoral  tassels  may  be 
gold. 

The  colors  on  the  hoods  provide  the  institutional  identity  and  signify  the  field  of  study. 
The  style  of  the  hood  is  specific  to  the  degree  level,  with  doctoral  hoods  being  larger, 
with  wider  velvet  borders,  and  with  a  panel  at  the  back.  The  silk  lining  of  the  hood  is  in 
the  institutional  colors  and  the  velvet  borders  signify  the  field  of  the  degree.
